SOME may be apt to obferye that 
throughcxrt, this lExfrdS^ apd the for- 
mer Reprefentattim^ there, is no Complaint^ 
either that nffj of. thofc numerous Texts 
of the New Testament cited by Dr. 
CUrke in the Firft Part of his Sdripture- 
DoSrine are mifreprefe^ted 5 or that a^ 
ny of the Vropofitions, hid down in his 
Second Part are fajfe in themfelves : nay, 
that the CathoUck Faith^ confidered as 
fnch^ is not the Subjcfl- of the prefent 
Concern of the Lomr-Houfe 5 but the 
CathoUck Faith as received and declared by 
thk Reformed Church of Evgland:^ and the 
CathoUck Do^rines which the Church pra^ 
feffeth^ ^and maintaim^ as warranted both by 
Scripttire and Antiamty \ but not the £>^r- 
trina fo warranted^ diftinft from fach Pro- 
fejjidn of the Church. . But this will be no 
turprizc to any, but fuch as think that £/?«• 
hlijbment is no certain Mark of Truth 5 and 
that Humane Authority in Religion is not 
Incontefiabl^ •^ and that Matters fettJed for 
tnany Years, by Men in Power,, are not to 
be always left Sacred and antouch'd. . 

Others 
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Others may wonder at the mention xA thiS 
Reformed Ghurch^ in the prefent Qoeftion ^ 
under Pretence diat i( happen^ , in. this par- 
ticular Point, that the JDollrim here fi^ed 
upon this Church belongs not at all to it, 
as Reformed j but is enjoyed hy it in cpm* 
mon with the TJnrefdrmed Churcb of Rome ^ 
to whofe ScboUfth Writers the EftabliOi- 
•ment of thofe Ternis, and Ldngudg^e^ in 
which only it is here allowed to be ex* 
prefled, is entirely owing 5 being utter- 
ly, as they fay, unheard of, and un- 
known, in the firft Ages of Cliriftiani- 
ty. But thefe again are fuch as fondly 
imagine that the Churchy confidered as Re-- 
formed^ is wholly founded on that Prin- 
ciple of fending all Chriftidtts to the Scrips 
t fires, and not to htr felf, ox 2ixrf Humane 
Antbority^ for a Rule of Fditb or PraSice. 
No wonder, if fuch as thefe (hould be fiir- 
priz'd at this 5 or at a Protejlattt Synod's 
Complaint of the DoHors Interpretations ot 
Scripture, as of his own Private Conceits^ 
and Arbitrary Interpretations 5 U^hen fuch 
Perfons are not alhamed often to profcfsthat 
Proteftantifm could never fo mucK as have 
been in Being, but by departing ^roih.the 
Publick Interpretations, and Ddiarinej^, of a 
VajiCburcb, in a long cbritinutfd iPol^felE^ 
and by having recourse to private Interpre- 
tations, with the beft Helps thit tfekrnin]§[ 
and Integrity afforded. Thef 
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"To the fame purpofe^ They urge that the 
interpretatioiis of /Scripture made ufe of by 
the firft Patrons of this Reformed Church were, 
at the Time of the keformationJX'^Yd by their 
Adverlaries Private Conceits^ and Arbitrary 
Interpretations 3 and complained of, zsfuhfii^ 
tuted in the room of thofe Catholick Dentines' 
t»hfch the then Chnrch profeffed and maintain-- 
ed: But that the /^(^r/ssr^r/ thought it a good 
Anfwer^ that no Church was infaBible^ that 
the Scripture was the Rule for every one to 

goby^ and that there was no Way of un* 
derftanding that, but the Way of Private 
Judgn$ent ^ fupported by the beft Affift- 
ances. They pretend that the only con- 
fiftent Reply to this is, that this was only 
the great and hafty Zeal of the Reformers 5 
but that they did i;ot confider of what 
fatal Confecjuence it vva% to deftroy the 
InfaBibiiity of one Churf,-\ without fet- 
ting up another, with the fame Authority, 
in it's Stead 5 that the Reformed ChuircB 
haviQg by Degrees fettled every thin^ 
upoii: the beft Grounds poflible, no hfe 
of Judgement was from that time left to 
any of its Members 3 and that when 
once the Private Conceits and Arbitrary 
Interpretations of our Reformers carai to 

be Eftabliflied, they prefently became;

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at leaft in fome Inftances , Vublick !$$• 
terpretations^ and Cdfholkk DoSrints ^ nd 
more to be contefted. And therefore 
when it is asked by many. Where would 
the Peace of the Church be^ if any Per- 
fons, (befides themfelves,) be allowed to 
fuppofe any Propofition , or Interpre- 
tation , to be wrong , which that hath 
received, and maintained > Thefe Perfons 
anfwer , by asking , Where would this 
Reformed Church it felf have been, with- 
out fending all its Members, even with 
their own Private Judgments , (or Con- 
ceits J if you pleafe) from the Church 
to the Scriptures .«? 

But however this be. There are thofe, 
I find, who think that it defcrved Thanks 
rather than Cenfure from this Reverend 
Bodj^ to attempt to reconcile the feveral 
difiPering Expreffions, in our publick Offices^ 
to one another 5 and to (hew in how 
good a Senfe they may all be taken 5 
that this was fo far from tending to dif, 
trad the Minds of Men in Worlhip, that 
without ferae fuch Method (on one Side, 
or other) they muft remain for ever dif- 

trdSed. • But thefe again are fuch as do 

not confider how tetiacious Men thiok 
they (hould be of every Exprcffion, that 

hath

hath been once fix'd to a more than or- 
dinary myfterious and folemn Senfe ^ and 
that all fuch Interpretations and Explica- 
tions tend to draw afide the Mind$ of 
Men from patiently and humbly acqui* 
efcing in what is laid upon them by their 
Eccle^ftlcal Superiors. 



Lafity^ They pretend to urge that Dr 
O^rke prodiuc^th many of the pUheB 
Exprefljons of our Church it felf, in his 
own Favour, which it is impoffible to 
underftand in tljie contrary way 5 that He 
perpetually cites many of our own prin- 
cipal, and mofl: famous Divines, as agree- 
ing with him in thofe Interpretations of 
Scripture^ which are mofl: objeded a- 
gainft, and in thofe Prenfifes from which 
Jbfs Conclujions inevitably follow 5 and, what 
\% more, that He hath alledged a gre9t 
Number of the very fir^ Writers of Chrif- 
tianity , who agree with him in thofe 
Interpretations, an J quoted the moftjm- 
deniable , and plainefl: Pai&ges out of 
them, for all the principal Branches of 
His Opinion 5 many more in Number , 
and plainer in Exprefljon, than can pofli- 
biy be produced againft Him : And upon 
thefe accounts,they pretend to think it whol*

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ly jjaaccountable, as well is anparallel'd, 

that Opimons^ and Interpret dtiofts ^ thus 
back'd, {hou'd be reprefented under fhc 
contemptuous Notion oi' Private Conceit j^ 

and Arbitrary Interpretations.

AfjMnian DoSriftes. 4. They oflfer to main^ 
ti!n that this muft be the Cafe of all the 
inofl: Orthodox of his Adverfaries them- 
felves t nay, they pretend to be ready to 
ftew tnat the difficulty is greater on T%eir 
Side than on^ His 5 and that it is heu 
tb ImpoffiWefor them to reconcile what 
Aey profefs^ to be their Doftrine, wftir 
many of thi^ p^aineft Expreflions in the 
Creedf^ and Service^ of our Church. 5. That 
ftippofing the Church at fir ft to have made 
life of mch a Variety of Expreflions up-
